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REMARKS 

Claims 1-5 and 10-15 are pending. Claims 1, 5 and 15 have been amended. No new 
matter has been presented. 

Claims 1, 5 and 10-13 stand rejected under 35 USC 103(a) ass being unpatentable over 
Sugano, JP 63136687, in view of Goto, U.S. Patent Publication No. 2002/001327. This rejection is 
respectfully traversed. 

Claims 1 and 5 have been amended to clarify that each of the markers has corners at both 
ends in the first direction and adjacent markers point-contact with each other at the corners of their 
ends. These features are illustrated below. This arrangement naturally represents sectioning 
positions, thereby facilitating the sectioning per chip. That is, the series of markers include a 
function to indicate the sectioning positions. 




Present invention 

On the other hand, the periodic 'C spaces of Sugano do not represent such sectioning 
positions for the sectioning per chip, since adjacent 'C spaces do not point-contact with each other. 
Further, the periodic ledge shaped markers of Sugano do not represent such sectioning positions for 
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the sectioning per chip, either, since they are separated from each other, having breaks among the 
markers. 

In addition, the periodic ledge shaped markers of Goto do not represent such sectioning 
positions for the sectioning per chip, either, since they are separated from each other, having breaks 
among the markers. These points are illustrated below. 
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Thus, the combination of Sugano and Goto fails to teach or suggest the features of 
claims 1 or 5. Claims 10-13 are allowable at least due to their respective dependencies. Applicants 
request that this rejection be withdrawn. 

Claims 14-15 stand rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sugano 
and Goto in view of Ohbuchi, U.S. Patent No. 6,61 1,542. This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Claims 14-15 are allowable at least due to their respective dependencies and further in 
view of Ohbuchi's failure to overcome the deficiencies of Sugano and Goto. Applicants request 
that this rejection be withdrawn. 



In view of the above, each of the presently pending claims in this application is believed 
to be in immediate condition for allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to 
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withdraw the outstanding rejection of the claims and to pass this application to issue. If it is 
determined that a telephone conference would expedite the prosecution of this application, the 
Examiner is invited to telephone the undersigned at the number given below.
